Only Three Squadrons. 

There are now only three squadrons 
of airplanes in the Panama Canal Zone. 
These planes are of no later model 
than 1920. Some more modern planes 
are expected this month, probably an- 
other squad of pursuit planes. But 
five squadrons of pursuit planes are 
required for the defense of the canal 
from the mildest sort of raid on the 
locks and spillways, and these planes 
need to be renewed at least at the rate 
of one squad a year with the very lat- 
est types from time to time developed. 
Pursuit planes are most essential to 
the air force for the protection of the 
canal. 

Also, three squadrons of bombers are 
needed, with renewals from time to 
time. Three squadrons of observation 
planes aleo are needed. These planes 
are essential for the perfect control of 
fire from the forts, besides the usual 
function of patrolling the sea and ap- 
proaches. 

The Panama canal is continuaily 
overhung with clouds at various levcls 
throughout the year. This is the dry 
Season and little rain has fallen for a 
month, but the air is heavy with 
Clouds at least two days out of six 
on the Cristobal side, which enjoys

It is stated that when a nerve in 
a tooth has been destroyed the cavity 
can be filled with copper amalgam 
and there will be no danger of an 
abscess or gathering forming at the 
root of the tooth.

some time has been greatly concerned about the 

extensive financial losses that have been and are 
being incurred in the operation of its Chicago suburban 
passenger service. We want the public to be acquainted 
with these facts. 


This service has grown steadily in popularity with the 
public. At present 402 suburban trains are operated each 
week day, carrying about 87,000 passengers a day be- 
tween downtown Chicago and various outlying districts 
—Hyde Park, Woodlawn, South Shore, Kensington, Blue 
Island, Matteson, Addison and intervening stations. 


We have striven to make our suburban service the best 
of its kind to be had anywhere.. We are now engaged in 
making extensive improvements preparatory to the oper- 
ation of our entire suburban service by electrical power, 
beginning in 1926. Expenditures for improvements other 
than. equipment so far total more than four million dol- 
lars. In the last sixty days we have placed orders for 
new equipment for the exclusive use of our suburban 
service which will cost more than eight million dollars. 


T son management of the Illinois Central System for 


was $3,824,116, an average of $956,029 asyear, not taking 


into consideration the question of a return on the prop- 


erty investment. 


These deficits take into consideration all operating ex- 
penses that are properly assignable to the suburban serv- 
ice—that is, including its fair share of overhead expenses. 
If we consider only the actual out-of-pocket running ex- 
penses of the suburban service—that is, not including 
overhead expenses—there is still a deficit being incurred 
of approximately $360,000 a year. To put g another way, 
if the Illinois Central discontinued operation of its sub- 
urban servicé entirely it would save approximately $1,000 


a day. 


Commutation Fares Are Out of Line 


OMMUTATION fares have not borne a fair share 
@ of the increases that have had to be made in rail- 

way rates in recent years to meet greater operat- 
ing expenses. Prior to June, 1918, the standard intra- 
state passenger fare in Illinois was established by state 
law at 2centsa mile. In that month the director general 
of railroads (the railroads at that time being adminis- 
tered by the government) established a standard fare of

The total deficit incurred in the four years ending June 
30, 1924, after‘ payment of operating expenses and taxes, 


of. 3.6 cents a mile throughout the country, and in Janu- 
ary, 1921, this increase was applied to intrastate fares in 
Illinois. No increase, however, was made at that time 
in commutation fares in the Chicago district. 

At present, therefore, the standard passenger fare in 
Illinois is 80 per cent greater than in the early part of 
1918, the increase being from 2 to 3.6 cents a mile, while 
commutation fares in the Chicago district are only 10 
per cent greater than they were in the early part of 1918. 
The Illinois Central System will ask for a 20 per cent in- 
crease in commutation fares. An increase in commuta- 
tion fares of 20 per cent above the present levels would 
make them only 32 per cent greater than in the early 
part of 1918, as compared with an increase of 80 per cent 
in standard passenger fares elsewhere in the state.

Eastern papers are not happy about Congress- 
man Britten’s proposal for a conference of English 
speaking peoples in the Pacific. Col. Harvey leads 
the attack in the Washington Post. The New 
York Evening Post asks rhetorically if it is Brit- 
ten‘'s insane aim to hurl white men and brown 
men at each other’s throats. The New York 
World wants Mr. Britten sent to Japan as an 
exhibition of jingoism. The New York Sun calls 
his utterances ill timed and offensive. It would 
seem that Congfessman Britten's suggestion fell 
on stony ground, at least for the present. But the 
time will come, we venture to predict, when the 
east will face westward for just such a conference. 
Eventually western interest must lead in the shap- 
ing of our Pacific policy, and Congressman Britten 
in assuming that leadership now had only the 
fauk, if any, of getting too far ahead of his 
regiment.

Co-op Men Point Flaws in 
Proposed Laws. 


BY JAMES O'DONNELL BENNETT. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 6.—[8Spe- 
cial.}—Leaders of the codperative mar- 
keting movement who represent eigh- 
teen states and more than a million 
farmers today declared themselves 
vigorcusty against governmental] cod- 
dling of the farmer. 

“all that we want Is to be let alone,” 
said Walton Peteet, secretary of the 
national council of the farmers’ codp- 
erative marketing association. “ To 
continue to be legalized,” he added, 
“ig all we ask.” 

Aaron Sapiro, another leader, and 
member of the exccutive committee 
of the national council, voiced “ un- 
alterable opposition” to any measure 
that will put the government into the 
business of buying and eelling farm 
products on a commercial basis. 


Calls Bill Dangerous. 

The proposal of the Capper- Williams 
bill to unite producers and speculators 
into one organization, Mr. Sapiro de- 
clared to be “one of the most danger- 
ous things we have to. contend with.” 
He opposes all the coSperative market- 
ing measures pending in congress. 

Predictions of the elerments in the co- 
operative movement which are led by 
Mr. Sapiro are that the provisions of 
the Williams bill “would put every 
perishable commodity codperative mar- 
keting association out of business and 
imperil every other organization.” 

In short, all that the dominating 
men in the national council want the 
government to take up now in codpera- 
tion’s behalf is the introduction of a 
senate resolution calling for an investi- 
gation of alleged unfair tactics by the 
American Tobacco company and the 
Imperial Tobacco company (British) 
against the Tobacco Growers’ Codper- 
ative association. 


Attack Ford Statement. 


The coéperatives are also going after 
Henry Ford. Mr. Sapiro, the leading 
lawyer of the movement, has made 
a formal demand upon Ford and cer- 
tain members of the Ford staff for 
retraction of statements in Ford's 
magazine, the Dearborn Independent, 
tending to show the existence of a con- 
spiracy on the part of an international 
group of Jews to exploit American 
agriculture. 

Mr. Ford’s attacks stirred wide dis- 
cussion in agricultural and financial 
circles and brought in the names of 
such figures as Sapiro, Otto Kahn, 
Julius Rosenwald, Albert Lasker, and 
Bernard M. Baruch. Mr. Sapiro an- 
nounces that he intends ot hold Ford 
and those who are alleged to have 
aided him responsible for the injury 
he says he has suffered.

($400,000), Which the priests had hid- 
den in the belfries of the monastery. 
The correspondent says the Cheka 
obtained 360 large diamonds, a large 
number of chalices, jewel studded ikons 
and images and also a large collection 
of gold and silver plate used in festival 
services. 
Murder Local Communists. 


For attempting to evade the soviet 
government’s decree of 1921 confiscat- 
ing church treasures the Pecherski 
monks were sentenced to long terms 
of imprisonment at hard labor. The 
strong monks among those sentenced 
recently were attached to a squad of 


‘prisoners repairing roads in the vicin- 


ity of Kiev. Peasants en route to the 
markets seeing the cassocked figures 
working on the roads under armed 
Chekaists went home and murdered 
the local communists, and burned the 
government buildings.

BY FASCIST LASH 
OF MUSSOLINI 


Premier Ends 48 Hour 
Cieanup of Foes.

ROME, Jan. 6 [via Berlin.]—Rome 
was quiet today. Premier Mussolini 
appeared to have accomplished his 


promise that within forty-eight hours’ 


he would subdue the “subversive 
forces” in Italy. 

With a tremendous display of mili- 
tary force, Fascisti demonstrations, 
raids on 655 private homes, suppression 
of 200 or more opposition political 
clubs, many arrests and the elimina- 
tion of the liberal members from his 
cabinet, Sig. Mussolini was declared to- 
night to be firmly in the saddle again 
and holding all of Italy under a stiff 
rein. 

Following a cabinet meeting this aft 
ernoon, a semi-official statement an- 
nounced that parliament would reas- 
semble next Monday. The opposition 
parties are badly split up, while the 
Faacisti are once more firmly united. 


Use Bayonets in Venice. 


Reports received here from corre- 
spondents of the Ulistein News service 
tell of the spread of general unrest 
and rioting throughout Italy. Al- 
though a few of the opposition news- 
papers still are operating, none dare 
publish news as received throughout 
Italy. 

Reports from Venice. state that the 
police used bayonets in suppressing 
Fascisti attacks against opposition or- 
ganizations. The police in Milan, Car- 
rara, Ferrara, and Florence are sup- 
pressing outbreaks with the utmost en- 
ergy. Numerous other towns are 
complaining that the police are oniy 
active when attacks are made against 
the Fascisti. House searches continue 
throughout the country. More anti- 
Fascisti clubs, papers, and organiza- 
tions are being closed’ and closely 
guarded. 

The Vatican is doing its utmost to 
help get the political tangle solved, be- 
cause the unrest is greatly affecting 
the holy year pilgrimage to Rome. 
Thousands are cutting short their 
visits, while many others’ fear of at- 
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tacks on raljroad trains is reducing 
travel. 
| Tribune Man Grilled. 

Camillo Clianfarra, Tus Cnr'caco 
TRIBUNE'S loca] correspondent in Rome, 
who Was arrested yesterday, was re- 
leased after being subjected to a se- 
vere third degree lasting nine hours 
in an attempt to force him to divulge 
the sources of information of his dis- 
patch detailing the Cesar Rossi memo- 
randum, which implicated Premier 
Mussolini in the Mat murder scan- 
dal. 


Despite the fact that Sig. Clanfarra 
took this memorandum, which was 
later repudiated, from the local pa- 
pers and cabled it several hours after 
it was printed in Rome, it reached 
Paris twenty-four hours in advance of 
all the other correspondents’ dis- 
patches, according to the local police. 
‘They charged Sig. Cianfarra with hav- 
ing received original photographic doc- 
uments from the man who supplied 
them to the opposition newspapers.

There are other mammals and birds 
that nature looks after in the same 
way that she aids the weasel. in 
Alaska we saw ptarmigan changing 
their brown feathers for white ones 
as winter was coming on. This grouse 
of the high country not only blossoms 
out in pure white plumage but also 
grows generous tufts of feathers on 
its feet so that it has ‘“ snowshoes” 
for the long cold winter, thus enabling 
it to walk with ease on soft snow. 
When we shot ptarmigan in Alaska for 
both sport and food, the birds were 
beautiful with their blend of white and 
warm brown feathers. A flock of them 
on the wing, silhouetted against the 
deep green of the tundra, made a pic- 
ture that a fellow could not soon for- 
get. But even with their protective 
coloration, the sharp eyed foxes and 
other meat eating animals of the 
northland kill many a ptarmigan dur- 
ing the course of a northern winter.

In this first test Nurmi established 
a record of 5:561-5 for 1,500 meters, 
dislodging the old mark of 4:01 3-5, 
made by Joie Ray last year. He raced 
a revivified Ray into the ground. 

As he crossed the finish line at tho 
end of his mile journey about three 
yards ahead of Ray, Nurmi was 
clocked in the.new world’s record time 
of 4:13 3-5, a full second ahead of the 
six year old mark of 4:143-5, 
made by Ray back in 1919. Ray, too, 
surpassed the mile record, though he 


had to be content with second position | 


to the marvelous Finn. The Chicago 
fiyer, wearing the*tri-color of the IIIi- 
nois A. C., finished the mile fn 4-14. 

Returning to the banked track nine- 
i(y minutes later, Nurmi scored his 
greatest victory in the 5,000 meter run 
when he raced Ritola, Finnish-Amer- 
ican A. A. star, into the ground, in 
the unprecedented time of 14:44 3-5, 
clipping ten full seconds off the record 
of 14:543-5. made by Ray March 7, 
1923. 

Seven Records Shattered. 


Nurmi ,fried for a record at three 
miles in this race, too, but he misséd 
the mark by a scant two and two- 
fifths seconds. Nurmi, in this wonder- 
ful race, passed the three mile mark 
in 14:131-5. The record, held by Rito- 
la, ws 14:15. 

These record performances of rhe 
great Nurmi were the outstanding ac- 
complishments in an evening of track 
and field sport which will live long in 
the memories of those who were priv- 
illeged to enjoy it. In a succession of 
brilliant competitions, which started 
almost with the opening of the pro- 
gram and continued right up to Nur- 
mi’s great 5,000 meter race, seven 
world’s and American records toppled 
into the discard or were established. 

Loren Murchison, sensational sprint- 
er of the Newark A. C., established 
three of the world’s ard American 
records when he demonstrated his su- 
periority over the night’s sprinters in 
capturing the fifty meters sprint ond 
coming back later to win the 250 
meter dash. His time of :06 for fifty 
meters established a new world’s and 
American record for an event for 
which no record was listed. In the 250 
meter run, the flashing Murchison 
sped to victory in :29, establishing a 
world’s and American record and sur- 
passing by two-fifths of a second the 
outdoor world’s mark. On his way to

race. 

There were four other starters in 
this event, but the quartet were elimi- 
nated as contenders early, leaving the 
contention alone to Nurmi and Ritola. 
Nurmi, his easy moving, graceful 
method of locomotion, the wonder of 
admiring athletes and spectators alike, 
trailed the footsteps of Ritola for 
thirty-two laps of a journey which was 
slighity in excess of thirty-four laps— 
more than three miles. 

Nurmi had adopted his plan for the 
race before he took to the track and 
adhered to that plan religiously. On 
only one lap—the twentieth — did 
Nurmi speed to the front and he stayed 
in the van only for half a lap or so, as 
if in an attempt to show Ritola that 
he could take the lead if he wanted to. 

Final Sprint Wins. 

Ritola set a pace which he obviously 
calculated would cause Nurmi to 
weaken. But the best pace of Ritola 
was nothing for the wonderfully 
trained, easy moving runner, who was 
making his initial appearance on the 
boards. 

After dogging the footsteps of his 
rival for practically all of thirty-two 
laps, Nurmi, with the race slightly 
more than two laps to go, suddenly 
spurted, and, rounding the first turn 
of the thirty-third lap, breezed to the 
front of Ritola. In a few lapping 
strides Nurmi wes seven yards ahead 
of Ritola and they ended the thirty- 
third lap with Nurmi picking up 
ground at almost every stride, despite 
Ritola’s heroic efforts.
